civil war an oligarchy of bankers has developed in our midst, 
whose contro] of the money supply of the United States has | 
been made so complete, through shrewd manipulations and/| 
artfully worded legislation, which enabled these bankers to | 
pilfer the American public at will, that the results are apalling. 


The tragic part of it all is that the people who have been | 
robbed out of their birthright by racketeering methods, which | 
were legalized, have had the wool pulled so completely over 
their eyes that most of them don’t know what has happened 
to them nor why it happened at all. The panics of 1873, 
1893, 1907, 1920 and 1929 were all largely money panics | 
resulting directly from manipulation of the currency and. 
money standards of our country. 


Each of these panics resulted in wrecking millions of the | 
common people, while the privileged few, who were bene- | 
fited by the juggling of finances, which took place during | 
each one of these financial upheavals, first became million- 
aires, then multi-millionaires and now billionaires are actually 
here. To become a billionaire one would have to make a’ 
million dollars every year for a thousand years. 


How bankers have had billions of dollars donated to them 
by merely depositing government bonds and letting the 
government print up the money for them; how favored 
bankers have had additional billions of dollars printed and 
donated to them by merely depositing their frozen assets with 
the Federal Reserve, and in both cases continuing to draw 
the interest on their bonds and other securities thus used to 
filch from the American people billions of money donated 
outright to the bankers, are matters of history. 


Why bankers have the special privilege of getting money 
for nothing while the rest of us have to either earn it or pay 
the banks or other money lenders heavy interest to get the’ 
use of it is a subject carefully avoided by the same daily | 
press, which keeps busy hoodwinking the people into believ- 
ing that all we need is confidence in the banks, which are) 
robbing us to the tune of billions upon billions every year, 
by using this money, which was donated to them under our. 
present banking laws, to filch usury from the rest of us up to, 
and occasionally beyond the saturation point. 

Under the supreme law of this land Congress is given the | 
power to issue all money and regulate the value thereof and_ 
yet the favored banks of the United States have virtually | 
exercised this power pretty much as they pleased, since before | 
most of us were born, for their own enrichment and the) 
inevitable resulting impoverishment of the rest of us. 

The financial foundation of the present-day banking| 
system and the money it has been having almost the exclusive 
privilege of issuing at will is that of a debt structure. By 
alternately contracting and expanding the amount of money | 
which the bankers have permitted to get into circulation, by | 
shifting and changing money standards, so as to make money | 
dear or cheap, those doing this manipulating have been) 
enabled to fleece the American people both coming and going. | 
Strange as it may seem the majority of the American people, | 
especially the farmers and the working people generally, as| 
well as the smaller fry in the business world, have proved | 
such easy marks and such willing suckers for the money | 
manipulators, that the grabbers naturally kept taking more | 
and more until now, when any number of the victims are | 
bled so white, that there is nothing left to bleed out of them. | 
Still most of the victims don’t know yet, what has happened | 
to them nor why it has happened. Nor will they ever know 
as long as they keep on depending on our subsidized daily 
papers for their misinformation regarding the finances of the| 
United States. 

Our advice is: Get a copy of the National Bank Act, get | 
another copy of the Federal Reserve Act and study them till 
you completely digest both of them. 


What does the gold clause decision pending before the) 
Supreme Court mean to the people of the United States? If 
it is upheld the debt bill of gold clause debtors, now owing 
one hundred billion dollars, will jump up to 169 billion, 
dollars. Incidentally the banks, who hold most of these | 
evidences of indebtedness, will expect in the due course of | 
events to cash in their juicy profit. Well, maybe they will 
and maybe they won't. There is such a thing as carrying | 
even such a carefully planned game like this too far. |

go to? To those who get between the producer and the 
consumer, of course.

Professional Employes’ 
Wage Classification 


Professional persons in the retail 
trade working unlimited hours are | 
entitled to the same minimum wage 
classifications as execulives  work- 
ing beyond code hours under an 
amendment to Article V, Section 4-A 
of the retail trade code, approved 
by the National Industria] Recovery 
board. It was estimated that pos- 
sibly 100,000 persons may be at- 
fected by the amendment. 

Article V, Section 4-C of the code 
provides 


that executives who work 
unlimited hours must receive mini- 
mum wages ranging from $25 to 


$35 a week, according to population 
of the communities in which a re- 
tail establishment is located. 

The term “provisional person’ is | 
defined in the code. It includes, but 
without limitation, such employes as 
doctors, dentists, nurses, architects, 
training directors, artists, research 
technicians, siatisticans, mechanica)} 
engineers, etc. 

The retail trade code covers such

“The fact points to the exhaustion 
of resources among the unemployed, | 


many of whom have now been with- 
out regular work for three, four or 
even five years. 

“Although employment will prob- 
ably increase further in the spring | 
season just ahead, there is no pros- 
pect that industrial gains will be 
enough to employ more than a small 
portion of the 11,829,000 now with- | 
out work. 

“Our revised unemployment fig- 
ures for November shows 11,400,000

December \unemployment decreased
